WASHINGTON (A P '-T h e irony 
in a Kennedy-Khrushchev m eeting 
is that they can't possibly settle 
their most unsettling difference. 
It’s that determ ination of theirs 
to root around in each other's 
front yard. 
Soviet 
Prem ier 
Khrushchev 
can’t agree not to since com m u­ 
nism is dedicated to gobbling up 
any place it can. Laos is the most 
recent example. 


And. since President Kennedy 
is dedicated to stopping any such 
thing, he can't agree not to stop 
it. 
They still have room for dis­ 
cussing a couple ox other m ajor 
problem s, such as a ban on nu­ 
clear testing and disarm am ent. 
But. unfortunately for the con­ 
versations and world peace, that 
is ironic too.

NEW YORK (AP)—The rush to 
buy stocks is sending the prices of 
many to record highs. But the 
conquering march ol the bulls ha* 
brought with it some worrisome 
camp followers. 
1. Stock exchange officials and 
government watchdogs fear too 
much of the buying is by unwary 
novices snapping up untried and 
often questionable stocks.
